G-entlemen, 

I  herewith  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

ending  31:  December ,  1903. 


The  population  of  the  District  which  &.t  the  Census 
of  1901  was  1413,  I  now  estimate  at  1500. 


There  were  during  the  year  32  births  -  IV  males 
and  15  females.  The  rate  being  21.3  per  1000  e  compared 
with  28.4  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Vales. 


The  number  of  Deaths  w&t  28,  and  according  to  the 
system*  adopted  in  the  appended  Local  government  Board  Tables 

which  deducts  Deaths  of  non-residents  only  when  they  occur

in  Public  Institution© ,  the  net  number  of  deaths  is  -V,  and 
the  Do a th  rate  IP* 0  p or  1000 . 

The  actual  number  of  nob-residents  who  died  here, 
and  who,  so  far  a©  I  can  ascertain  erne  into  the  District 
only  on  account  of  the  disease©  from  which  they  died  va  t 
six,  the  deducting  of  which  make©  the  death  rate  14.6  per 
1000  as  compared  with  15.4  for  England  &  Wales  and  14.8 
for  Rural  England  and  Wales.

Five  persons  died  under  the  age  of  one  year  the 
rata  being  156  per  1000  Births  as  compared  with  13a  for 
England  &  Wales  writ*  118  for  Rural  England  &  W^les.  I  may 
point  out  that  two  deaths  under  this  heading  were  caused  by 
pronatu.ro  birth  and  one  by  Imperfect  development.

lline  oases  of  Infectious  Disease  wore  reported  -  a 
great  improvement  on  Fourteen  in  1901.

The  Case  of  Diphtheria  occurred  at  Marino  Terraco 
and  I  was  unable  to  account  for  it  in  any  way .  Medical 
assistance  was  called  in  too  lute  for  Antitoxin  treatment  to 
be  of  any  avail  but  I  have  no  doubt  that  its  application  to  an 
infant  who  had  been  exposed  to  the  infection  of  this  case  for 
at  least  two  days  prevented  the  development  cf  a  second  case. 

The  three  cases  of  Dearie t  Fever  occurred  in  members 
of  one  family.  Two  occurred  almost  simultaneously  and  the

third  (  the  mother)  was  contracted  while  nursing  these , 
were  i  iso  la  ted  ass  far  a  6  possible  in  their  own  home.  The 
house  wae  disinfected  arid  the  other  children  in  the  house 

escaped. 


In  the  spring  a  serious  epidemic  of  mumps  occurred 
and  as  it  was  found  ir.poo&ible  to  exclude  from  school  those 
in  the  early  etagos,  the  county  school  was  closed  on  April 
17th  for  28  days*  this  hod  the  desired  effect  and  the  epi¬ 
demic  coon  ended. 


Whoopingcough  was  epidemic  during  October  November 
and  the  early  part  of  Ttoeanber*  It  has  now  for  the  most  part 
disappeared  although  In  many  cages  the  cough  may  he  expected  to 
perelet  during  the  winter  months. 

Th©  establishing  of  u  Sanatorium  for  the  trao tr-ent  of 
consumption  at  the  Convalescent  Home  appears  to  have  attracted  to 
Withemsea  many  persons  suffering  from  that  disease  -  apart 
altogether  fr on  those  who  come  as  patients  to  that  Institution. 
The  Death  returns  give  direct  evidence  of  this  seeing  that 
(excluding  the  one  death  at  the  Sanatorium)  con  simp  lien  accounts 
for  21*  4"*  of  all  deaths  in  1905,  &&  compared  with  5.8:>  in  1902, 

0;€  in  1901  and  9»«jf  in  1900. 

It  is  now  well  known  not  only  to  the  Nodical  .  rofotsion 
but  also  to  the  public  at  large  that  the  infection  of  consumption 
clings  to  dwellings  and  retains  its  vitality  for  a  consider:  hie 
time.  This  influx  of  consumptives  constitutes  therefore  not 
only  a  danger  to  the  Public  Health  when  disinfection  is  not 
carried  out,  but  also  a  danger  to  the  prosperity  of  Withemaea 
as  a  health  resort  if  it  becomes  known  to  the  public  and  their 
medical  advisers  that  infection  abounds  and  systematic 
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disinfection  does  not  exist* 

I  therefore  nsc  amend  that  the  Pan i tar;/  Authority 
undertakes,  like  those  in  many  ether  places,  the  die  infecting, 
where  possible ,  of  all  houses  and  rooms  -which  are  known  to  hare 
been  recently  occupied  by  consumptive  persons.  I  on  sure 
that  the  medical  men  practising  in  the  I'll!.- trie t  would  be  willing 
to  act: let  in  this  work  bp  gratuitously  reporting  to  me  all  cates 
of  consumption  and  all  cases  of  change  of  residence  by  consump¬ 
tives. 


In  addition  to  the  invot tigation  of  special  circum¬ 
stances  I  made  general  inspections  of  the  District  in  Flay  and 

Angus t . 

On  the  whole  the  S&nit&ry  condition  was  found  with 
some  exceptions  to  bo  good. 

I  am  glad  to  note  that,  where  new  drains  run  near  to 
wells,  your  Purveyor  has  in  all  cases  insisted  upon  the  former 
being  protected  with  cement. 

In  my  Annual  Report  for  last  year,  I  recommended  that 
some  stops  should  be  taken  to  m®  that  all  new  wells  wore 
constructed  with  a  view  to  avoid  as  far  as  possible  the  easy 
accors  of  surface  contamination,  and  that  the  tope  should  be 
raised  above  the  level  of  the  surrounding  ground  to  clearly 
mark  their  position,  and  I  m  not  aware  that  any  such  steps 
have  been  taken*  I  consider  this  a  most  important  matter  seeing 
that  many  new  houses  and  now  wells  are  being  built  each  year, 
and  that  there  appears  to  be  no  prospect  of  any  other  source  of 
water  supply  for  some  time  to  cone. 

The  re-cone  true  t  ion  of  High  Brighton  Street  and  its 
drainage,  now  in  hand,  will  constitute  a  much-needed  improvement. 
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On  a  Special  Pom  attached*  I  give*  ray  report  on 
the  administration  of  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Act  of  11*01
